New Delhi, June 9. 
Storms were the main 
cause of the ‘Swiss expedi- 
tion's failure ‘to conquer 
Everest last month, accord- 
ing toa meteorologist’s re- 
port here today. 


The last two weeks of May 
and the first’ week In June — 
between the ending of winter 
and the beginning of the mon- 
soon season — Is the only time 
in which a final assault can be 
made on Everest’s peak. 


This year the weather was 
exceptionally bad at that thme. 


Dr Muli, Director of the Re-’ 
gional Meteorological Centre in 
Culeuttu told Reuter that it is 
not possible to assess definitely 
weather over Everest. 


He added, “From available 
§nformation, however, # appears 
possible that the weather over 
Everest was no’ parucularly dis- 
turbed during the first fortnight 
of May. But during the rest of 
the month it deteriorated pro- 
gressively.”

Persia 
Submits Her

| The Hague, June 9. 

When the International 
‘ Court resumed its sitting 
after lunch today to hear 
arguments in connection 
with the Court’s jurisdic- 
tion over the Anglo-Iranian 
ojl dispute, Dr Mohammed 
Mossadegh, who had ad- 
dressed the Court in the 
morning, did not attend and 
the Chamber was barely 
half filled. 

Professor Honri Rolin, a Bel- 
gian authority on international

He submitted a very detalled 
reviow of Persia's - attitude 
towards its. conditional accept- 
ance of the Court's jurisdiction. , 

He sald that in two previous 
cases ‘the Court had declared 
Stself non-competent. because 


; both parties had not aceepted its 


jurisdiction. 

The Professor then examined 
the various ways in which the 
Court acquires Jurisdiction. He 
stressed that the Court need not 


‘| deal with the intentions .of the 


partics but only with the legality 
or otherwise of thelr acts. 
RESERVATIONS 

He analysed the reservations 
attached to Persio’s acceptance 
of the Court's jurisdiction and 
declared ‘that there was no doubt 
that tho oll dispute did not come 
within its competence. 

Professor Rolin said that. he 
had at least nine reasons why 
Persia believed that the Court 
was not competent in this case. 
The first would be a denial that 
an International dispute existed 
between the British and Persian 
Governments which could be 
taken to the world Court,” z 

Conservative estimates suggest 
that not less than -two weeks 
will be taken up by the parties 
in presenting thelr cases.
